PERSONAL PROPERTY GAINS 


Slight Advance in 
Assessments of 


Real Estate Due to Improvements 


Added During Year 


Taxable |»iojwrty in Rush county, 
a.»-e-sed thi" year, exclusive of the 
railroads, and other public utilities 
appraised !»> I ho stale board ot tax 
coiimiis-ioner , .*• bowed an ineerase 
ot close !o a half million dollars ov­ 
er last year, according to an 
ab­ 
stract of taxable^ prepared by the 
county auditor, Phil \\ ilk. 
Mo-t of the increase, of course, 
was in jtersanal property, 
as 
real 
estate was not :isse>scd this year, 
but there wa- some increase in the 
taxable value of real property in the 
county brcnu-e of improvements ad­ 
ded during the year. 
Tite total assessments 
on 
land 
alone were slightly less than la-t 
year due to some decrea-es in indi­ 
vidual assessments. 
Tlie appraised value of all prop­ 
erty in Kush county, on which taxes 
will be paid next year, will not be 
known until the state board certifies 
the assessment of the public utilities 
to the local auditor. 
The total value for taxation pur­ 
poses of all real and personal prop­ 
erly in 
the 
county 
assessed 
by 
local officials i- $49,897,490 as com­ 
pared with $49,474,300 
la-t 
year, 
which shows an increase of $423,- 
190. 
The "renter part of the increase 
is on personal property, last year’s 
assessments for this class of pro­ 
perty amounting to $8,090,590, and 
this year’s $9,054.790, revealing an 
increase tig year of $304,200.

Rush county for taxation purposes

year is $29,980,145 and last 
year it was $30,014,100, disclosing a

Mrs. Lee, who was formerly Miss 
telle Jones, daughter of Air. and 
Airs. Roy 11. Jones, received the va l­ 
uable letter several years ago, when 
icr grandmother died, and the crum­ 
bled piece of paper was almost over­ 


looking. 
It was in four pieees, but lias been 
pasted together. The communication 
is one in which the general declines 
an invitation to attend a dinner, giv­ 
en by Lord Sterling, who was one of 
the ancestors of the Jones family. 
The letter, which i< typical of the 
ancient form of hand 
writing, 
and 
which was written in the third per­ 
son reads a- follow**: 
“ General Washington presents 
his 
compliments to 
my 
T.»ord 
Sterling, and pray- his excuse 
for not doing him-elf the pleas­ 


ure of dining with him today— 
Unavoidable business puts it en­ 
tirely out of his pow*cr to 
do 
this. Monday, 15th May, 1780.” 
Airs. Lee values the 
letter 
very 
highly, and is undecided as to what 
>he will do with it. She had it pho­ 
tographed, because handling by peo­ 
ple would soon 
cause the 
writing 
to he completely erased. The letter 
will probably be offered to 
some 
museum or institute that makes it a 
011-10111 of collecting such antiques, 
AH-s.

All efforts in this direction failed, 
but Ira \V. Ayres made a bequest in 
his will which was almitted to pro­ 
bate in 
February, 1915, providing 
that

monument or memorial of 
same sort he erected to the memory 
of General II.uekieman. 
Steps have been taken to locate 
a bust of the Indiana war general 
«»il the court house lawn, at 
the 
northwest corner, and a sculptress, 
Myra Richards of Indianapolis, has 
been engaged to make the memorial.

Roth, tin* only one <»f the thirteen 
>ilofs taking off from here in the 
balloon race Wednesday 
afternoon 
not vet officially accounted for, set a 
new endurance record and won the 
race by at least two hundred miles 
he was still afloat last evening. 


The only word received during the 
night by the Chamber «»f Commerce, 
piarters for reports from the 


racers, was that a balloon believed 
to he that piloted by Roth was seen 
near Worcester, Mass., Jate yester­ 
day. 


A dispatch from Dunkirk, N. Y., 
¡yesterday, reported him landing near 
Brockton, N. Y., hut this proved to 
j he incorrect, as only If. E . Honey­ 
well of St. Louis came down there. 
Anxiety over Roth’s fate grew as 
hour after hour passed 
yesterday 
without any word 
lieing 
received 
from him. No message 
from 
Roth 
came through from the time he took 
off Wednesday afternoon, although 
he had 
telegraph 
blanks 
to

dropped in passing over

to 
keep the Chamber of Commerce post­ 
ed a* to his location. 
A check-up of distances traversed
